1. To choose a Town Clerk, one Selectman for three years, 
Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, Auditors, one or more Road 
Commissioners, Trustee of Trust Funds for three years, Trustee 
of Public Library for three years, Constable, Sealer of Weights 
and Measures, Measurers of Wood and Bark and Surveyors of 
Lumber, Health Officers, Cemetery Trustee for three years, Fence 
Viewers and all other necessary Town Officers and agents for the 
ensuing year. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for pay- 
ing the town debts and defraying the interest thereon, for the 
support and maintenance of the Public Library, and for other 
necessary charges arising in said town. 


3. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of 
Selectmen to the Town Auditors, the reports of the Auditors, 
Agents, Committees, or other officers, heretofore chosen as appointed 
and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $400.00 
for the control of the White Pine Blister Rust. (The State will 
furnish $100.00 for every $400.00 raised.) In addition to this 
aid, the State will also pay the cost of supervision of the town 
work. 
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6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $336.00 
(in addition to $672.00 required by law) for State Aid Construc- 
tion in order to secure State Aid of $1,008.00. 


7. Tosee if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $3,500.00 
for Trunk Line Maintenance (the State will furnish a like sum.) 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $1,500.00 
for State Aid Maintenance, (the State will furnish a like sum.) 


9. To see what action the town will take in regard to install- 
ing a new heating apparatus for the town Hall and to raise and 
appropriate money for the same. 


10. To see what action the town will take in regard to purchas- 
ing a Tractor and raising and appropriating money for same. 


11. To see what action the town will take in regard to pur- 
chase of another 40 gallon Chemical tank for fire truck and rais- 
ing and appropriating money-for the same. 


12. To see what action the town will take about purchase 
of hose for fire truck and raising and appropriating money for 
the same. 


13. To see what action the town will take in regard to install- 
ing three reservoirs at Newton Junction, and three at the Lower 
Village for purpose of fire protection and raising and appropriat- 
ing money for the same. 


14. To see what action the town will take in regard to in- 
stalling three street lights on the road leading from Fleming’s 
Corner to Webster’s Corner. 


15. To see if the town will vote to install five street lights 
in that part of the town leading from Pond St. to Marcoux’s Grave 
and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


16. To see if the town will vote to install and maintain one 
electric light on Bartlett St. and raise and appropriate money 
for the same. 
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17. Upon petition of thirteen voters: To see if the town will 
vote to install two or three electric street lights on Whittier Street, 
between Highland Street and the Pond Road and, if voted, make 
a necessary appropriation for same. 


18. Upon petition of nineteen voters: To see if the town will — 
vote to install six electric street lights on road leading from In- 
galls’ Corner to East Kingston line, if voted, make a necessary 
appropriation for same. 


19. Upon petition of thirty two voters: To see if the town will 
vote to extend the electric street lights from the top of B. F. Aus- 
tin’s hill to residence of Israel Ingalls, if voted, make a necessary 
appropriation for same. : 


20. To see if the town will vote to install three lights between 
the residence of IF’. L. Morse and residence of Albert Davis, raise 
and appropriate money for the same. 


21. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

Article 38. On motion of I. M. Heath, it was voted that the 
reports of Selectmen and other Officers as printed in the Town 
Reports be accepted. 


The Selectmen as a committee appointed last year on Forestry 
Reserve, made their report of ‘‘inexpedient to act,” and their 
report was accepted and adopted. 
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Article 4. On motion of Wilbur R. Sargent, it was voted that 
the Selectmen be authorized to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 5. On motion of J. W. Bagley, it was voted to pass 
over this article. 


Article 6. Voted to raise the sum of $334.00 in addition to 
the amount required by law. 


Article 8. On motion of Ralph W. Marden, it was voted that 
the matter be left with the Selectmen for disposition. 


Article 9. John KE. Hayford offered the following resolution, 
and moved its adoption:—Resolved, that a sum not exceeding 
$300.00 be raised to repair the Gale Library and any money not 
expended for repairs, be used for the purchase of books, for the 
Library and the resolution was adopted. 


Article 10. On motion of Sumner Hoyt, it was voted that 
$75.00 be raised for repairs on tomb. 


Article 12. On motion of Wilbur R. Sargent, it was voted 
that one half of the bill or $222.20 be raised for the repairs on 
damaged apparatus. 


Article 12. The following resolution was offered by A. Ralph 
Estabrook, who moved to adoption: “Mr. Moderator: I move 
that the town vote to raise and appropriate a sum not exceeding 
$4,000.00* to be expended for the purchase of a suitable piece 
of Fire apparatus. Also to instruct the Selectmen to recom- 
mend to the trustees of the Gale Memorial Fund to expend the 
proceeds thereof for this purpose. Also that a committee of two 
be appointed by the Moderator to serve with the Board of Se- 
lectmen to purchase this apparatus if voted, and the resolution 
was adopted. 


Article 14. On motion of John E. Hayford it was voted to 
install an electric light as asked for in the petition. 


*To be raised on a basis of $1,000 notes payable one each year. 
The Moderator appointed A. Ralph Estabrook and Hayden F. 
Cheney to act with the Selectmen. 
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Article 15. I. M. Heath offered the following resolution and 
moved its adoption, that the Town purchase a heavy truck or 
eaterpillar truck to remove the snow from the highways and a 
Committee consisting of two be appointed to act with the Se- 
lectmen and that they report to the Town at an adjournment of 
this meeting. C. A. Boswell and A. Ralph Estabrook were ap- 
pointed by the Chair to serve as such. 


Article 16. The following resolution was offered by Hayden 
EK. Cheney, who moved its adoption: I move you that the Se- 
lectmen by vote of the town to hire the neccessary money in conjunc- 
tion with aid furnished by State, on a basis of two thousand dol- 
lar notes, payable one each year to continue the State Aid Con- 
struction work on Highland Street to the Kingston Town line at 
Newton Junction; the same to be expended under supervision 
of the State Highway Department. To instruct the Selectmen to 
take $3,000.00 of the surplus fund and give a note of $1,000.00 - 
this year and the resolution was adopted by a unanimous vote. 


On motion of I. M. Heath, it was voted to observe Memorial — 
Day, May 30, next, and that the sum of $60.00 (in addition to 
the amount reported as on hand for Memorial Day of $41.76 be 
raised and appropriated, and it was so voted and a Committee 
of the following was appointed by the Chair: Benjamin F. Austin, 
as representing the Civil War Veterans; William Miller, represent- 
ing the World War; and Mrs. Grace Kimball, as such committee. 


It was voted that when this meeting adjourn, it be to the third 
Tuesday of April next, at 8 o’clock, P. M.

In accordance with a new State law, you will be required this 
year to authorize your school board, to enter into contracts with 
High Schools or Academies out of the State, which must have 
approval of the State Board. In the past, scholars have attended 
Haverhill and Amesbury High schools, but it will be necessary 
for the school district to authorize a contract, with either, or both 
mentioned schools, before scholars may enter the coming school 
year. Both mentioned schools are on the approved list with our 
State Board.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens if Newton: 


It gives me pleasure to submit my third annual report of the 
schools of Newton. 


Fundamentals 


Emphasis has been laid strongly on the acquiring of good ability 
in the three R’s. The needs of pupils in these fields are frequently 
diagnosed and remedial drills provided. It may be stated that 
pupils of Newton schools measure well up to the average achieve- 
ments of elementary pupils of the state. Much stress has been 
laid on the ability to use correct English also. Teachers pro- 
vide daily opportunity by well organized plans for pupils to im- 
prove their proficiency in this field. 


Other Subjects 


Much effort has been made to make study of the social sciences 
more effective. Frequent discussions on the teaching of history 
and geography were held. Supplementary material in these 
fields was provided, map equipment brought up to date, and 
methods of instruction improved. Citizenship clubs were or- 
ganized and the discussion of problems was promoted. Promo- 
tion of better citizenship and a broader sympathy for the people 
of all nations is a fundamental aim in the field of instruction. 


The teaching of health and care for the health is done on an 
efficient basis. The need of good food, proper recreation, sufficient 
rest, ample exercise are stressed throughout the teaching of phy- 
siology and hygiene. Teachers employ numerous devices for 
getting home to pupils these fundamental needs. It is a note- 
worthy fact that they display keen interest in taking better care 
of their physical bodies. The work of the teacher is carefully sup- 
plemented by the services of a well trained health nurse. In 
the short time during which health supervision has been em- 
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ployed, concrete measurement of results show that the work 
done is of lasting importance. Attention is called to the health 
report elsewhere. 


Careful instruction is given on the effects of alcohol and nar- 
-cotics on the human system in the elementary schools. The 
economic waste consequent to the use of aleohol and other narcotics 
are stressed in secondary school courses. The whole organiza- 
tion of subject matter in this field and methods employed in pre- 
senting it are calculated to get the attention of the child. 


In music pupils are taught to read the ‘‘notes” and are given 
opportunity for appreciating various types of good music. It 
affords opportunity for relaxation and creates an atmosphere of 
charm about the school room. Music has a potent influence. 
One of the ancient citizens of Athens asked to give a reason for 
the greatness of the city replied: ‘‘Athens owes its greatness to 
the fact that it is a singing city.”’ Your attention is called to the 
report of the Supervisor of Music elsewhere.
